STORY  or  THE  ORIGINAL  DANIEL  McCGLLUM 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  seventeenth  century  three# 
young  Irishmen  who  were  brothers  immigrated  from  Strabane,  Ire¬ 
land,  to  America.  By  name  they  were:  Daniel  McCollum,  Matthew 
McCollum,  and  Malcolm  McCollum.  Religiously,  they  were  Presby¬ 
terians  in, faith. 

Daniel  McCollum  settled  in  Mecklenburg  County,  North 
Carolina,  and  married  one  Margaret  Morton.  To  them  were  born 
three  sons  and  four  daughters,  by  name,  John  McCollum,  born 
September,  'l800,  James,  date  of  birth  unknown,  Daniel  W,  born 
in  1809;  Daughters,  Polly,  date  of  birth  unknown,  Margaret,  date 
of  birth  unknown,  Elizabeth,  born  in  I79&  and  Sarah,  date  of 
birth  unknown. 

With  their  growing  family  they  moved  to  a  section  now 
known  as  Union  County,  N.C.,  with  Monroe  as  the  county  seat. 
There  Daniel  bought  land  and  settled  near  a  stream  known  as 
Richardson  Creek. 

Nearby  upon  the  highway  etodd  a  Methodist  Church  known 
as  Liberty  Chapel.  There  being  no  Presbyterian  Church  accessa- 
ble  they  affiliated  with  this  Methodist  Church  and  their  chii- 
dren  wS’ttought  up  under  its  Influences.  In  a  cemetery  adjacent 
to  Liberty  Chapel  Church  Daniel  McCollum  and  wife,  Margaret  Mc¬ 
Collum, were  buried  in  their  old  age  and  upon  their  tomb  stones
